That is a lot of money anywhere, If we did that mach, I am 
sure The Grays and some others did even more, All this to say 
the baseball is a really large business, and growing all the 
time. It is really high time we started to handle it like a 
big business, In spite ,of the large ammount of business we 
did, the profits were not what they should have been in my 
opinion. In a gambling proposition like this, the profits 
should be large when the season is good to make up for the 
bad years that are sure to come, when the whether is bad, 
and when the team is bad etc, All this to say I am not at 
all enthuiastic about the business, If it was not for Abe 
I really think I would quit.

There is one thing 
sure, we Negroes had better get together, and stay together, 
It is hadr enough to do anything at all, and much harder with 
some pulling one way and some the other. While we are busy 
hurting each other, the 0-Fays are all pulling together, and 
are even lucky enough to have a few of the Negroes pulling 
with them, 

Now first of all Gottlieb owes me a lot of money, he 
kept it out of the last game we played in The Stadium, and 
he is claiming a tect on the money we kept from the game in 
Washington, Now I want you to send me a letter and say, you 
and Sonny have decided that it was alright for us to keep the 
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money, as we were ready to play the game, We will get together _ 


and get it straight, you ean depend on that. If I can write 
Gottlieb that The Grays have agrreéd to the money he wont 
habe that excuse. The too he took out $542.72 for satehell 
the last game we played ther. I told him I would not stand 
for anything taken out for Satchell, but to date he has not 
sent it to me. Of course this $542,72 was supposed to be đe- 
vided between the fouw clubs, Kansas City, Stars Cubans and 
Eagles., Isnt that a laugh. I dont know whether you kow it or 
not hut Chicago gave up that date in The Stadium to Kansas 
City which shows they are working hand in hand, 

About the booking fees The Eagles owe The Grays, I do 
feel that they are alright, but I did not expect you to 
charge me fees, for several reasons, first because I gave 
the Grays back thenmoney I took off the top of the geme in 
Newark, and because I thought we were working together, 
Howeverrbooking is no joke, and there is a lo of work ate 
tached to arranging these games, Tell Gum he made a mistake 
in his addition, I am enclosing the bill so he can see the 
mistake, Tell him to send it back to me.

I certaintly do npt went Gottlieb to have The Stadium tied 
up this year again for the season, I dont feel limke having 
to gamble on promotion expenses every where I play, and home 
too. Teams shpuld be able to go to the other parks and get a 
guarantees once in s while, 

Dont promise your date in Dretroit to anyone until you 
talk to me. I have a proposition to offer you on it th.t I 
am sure you will want,.I see this is the way every body in 
the baseball works, 

is there any chance of you being east any time soon? 
When do you plan to call the meeting for the election of 
offtcers? I know a better man for chairman than your man, 
but I am going to go along with you, but I expect you to go 
alone with me, I wish it was possible to elect officers soon 
but I suppose we will have to wait until the ist of the year, 
By waiting so long it Sives ell these guys a chance to get 
their dirty work in. These park contracts should be taken 
care of soon. I know Saperstein is going to try and give you 
sone compitition with Detroit, I hope you can handle the site 
uation. You fellows are going to be sorry some day you didn't 
let me have a ‘little more voice, 

Please answer this letter right away, send me the letter 
for Gottlieb, so I can make an effort to get my money from 
him. Also send me the bili back for booking fees,
